This is in response to your June 26, 2024, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request. 
Your request was received on July 8, 2024, and assigned case number 2024-04984-F, where you 
seek the following: 


a digital copy of documents that focus on Gen. John C. Meyer in history report 
K416.01-121, V.8, IRIS 502196, Jul 1971 - Jun 1972, reel 17416, frames 1538-1899. I 
request in particular his promotion timeline that may be found in a biography, 
personal fact sheet, retirement narrative, etc. Their promotion timelines are public 
record and he died five decades ago, but I understand a reviewer may exclude other 
material considered privileged, FOUO, or copyrighted. 


Our review included consideration of the “Foreseeable Harm Standard.” We reviewed 6 
pages of which 3 pages are fully releasable and 3 pages are partially releasable in accordance 
with the following FOIA Exemptions. 


FOIA Exemption 6, 5 U.S.C. §552 (b)(6), protects information about individuals in 
"personnel and medical files and similar files" when the disclosure of such information "would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy." 


If you disagree and interpret this response as an adverse action, you may write to the 
Secretary of the Air Force in care of (c/o): HQ AFIMSC/A33F, 2261 Hughes Avenue, Suite 133, 
JBSA-Lackland, TX within 90 calendar days from the date of this letter. Include in the appeal your 
reasons for reconsideration and attach a copy of this letter. You may also submit your appeal online 
at the Air Force’s Public Access Link: https://efoia.cce.af.mil/app/Home.aspx/.
